producers to put by adequate ſunds for the replanting of 
rubber which had to be undertaken on a considerable scale 
as also for new planting , if necessary . 

3. Subscquently , Government increased the rate of cens on 
rubber under Section 12 of the Rubber Act, 1947 from 8 annas 
to Rx, 6 - 4 - 0 per 100 lbs. with effect from the 1st August , 1955 . 
As the cess was taken into account by thc Tarifi Commission 
in working out the cost of production , Governincnt consl. 
dered it necessary to increase the prices of rubber to the 
extent of the increase in the cess , i.c . by Rs. 5 - 12 - 0 per 100 
Ibs. The prices for various graces of rubber were accordingly 
revised and notifica with cffect from the 24th September, 
1955 , and thosc prices are still in forcc. 

4. Goverument have received further reprchentations from 
producers for revision of the prices for ruw rubber on the 
ground that the cost of production has increased considerably 
since 1955 on account of higher expenditure on wages and 
provision of amenities and Provident Fund benefits to lalour, 

The rubber goods inanufacturing industry has represented , 
on the other hand , that the controlled prices of indigenous 
raw rubber are already high and that no upward revision 
of the prices would be justifica , particularly because the 
munufactured articles are not able to withstand competition in 
the world market. The manufacturing industry has also 
represented that the controlled prices should not be conſumed 
to the F . ( . B . Cochin purchases and sales. 

5. Government have cxamined the matter carefully. Al 
though it is felt that the rchabilitation element which wag 
included in the prices fixed for raw rubber has not becn 
utilised adequately by the producers of raw rubber , Govern 
ment consider that there is a case for referring the qucstion 
of the prices for iaw rubber of different graces and qualities 
to the Tariff Commission for investigation under Section 12 
( d ) of the Tariff Commission Act , 1951. The Tariff Commis 
sion is accordingly requested to conduct the necessary 
enquiries in regard to the cost of production of rubber ind 
to submit its Report to Government as early as possible ,

No. 16 (2 )Plant (B ) / 57 . - In 1 Report submittal to Govern . 
ment in Scptember, 1952 , the Tarifi Commission recommcnded 
prices for various gracies of raw rubber . The prices recom 
mended include un element of Rs. 6 . 82 per 100 lbs . for 
rehabilitation purposes. The Commission had also recom 
mended that with a view to giving the necessary incentive 
to the rubber producers to take up thely development 
scheines, the prices recommended for different grades should 
be fixed for a period of thromycars , and that the Indian 
Rubber Board should keep a continuous watch on the cost 
of production of the iubber plantation industry . The Come 
mission recommended further that , should circumtances arisc 
warranting a variation in the cost of production by 10 per 
ccnt or more on either side , the Board should take up the 
matter with Government for securing ncccssary action fur 
the rcvision of prices . The Government of India accepted! 
these recommendations and thc maximum and minimum 
price for various grades and qualitics of raw rubber were 
accordingly fixed with cffcct from the 28th October , 1952 and 
notificd under Section 13 of the Rubber (Production and 
Marketing) Act, 1917 . 

2 . On certain representations received from the plantation 
industry in the cllect that the prices fixed as above were in 
adequate to mect the increase in the cost of production arising 
from higher labour charges, higher cost of fertilisers , etc., the 
Government of India reviewed the position in 1955 and 
decided that the prices for raw rubber fixed in October , 1952 
should be raised with cſſcct from the 15th February , 1955 , on 
the basis that the prices of Group I rubber per 100 lbs. 
F . O . B . Cochin would be Rs 150 ) . in place of Rs. 198 / , 
with guitable adjustinent for other grades. While notifying 
the revised prices accordingly , Government announced that tlie 
decision to increase the price had been taken partly to meet 
the increase in the cost of production and partly to enable
